Hepe Through Peace. 

We have not been writing at random 
and without a purpose. In lieu of the 
agitation for a White Man’s party, which 
we hold to be either meanmgless ad 
ephemeral, or else préiatory to @ ruinous 
and endless war of races at the South, we 
have something tangible and practical to 
offer. 

Next winter Mr. SumxeEr will press his 
bill for the equalization of races. This bill 
is intended to secure for the negroes ad- 
mission into the public schools; to force 
them upon the conductors of the public 
transit and upon the keepers of houses of 
public entertainment on the same terms 
which regulate the travel and lodgment of 
the whites; to sanction and encourage in- 
termarriage between the races; and, in a 
word, to break down at once, by act of 
Congr: ss, all class and race distinctions, 
in defiance of customs and.in spite of the 
prejudices of society, disregarding alto- 
gether the condition of pecul’ar sections 
of the country. One thing, and one thing 
only, is necessary to enable the extreme 
wing of the Radical party to pass this 
measure into a law, and that is a state of 
affairs in the South sufficiently violent to 
arouse the fears and excite the passions of 
an unadvised and stil] sensitive popular 
sentiment at the North. By the aid of 
this, however superficial and unstable, the 
Radical leaders will not hesitate to put in 
motion a machinery which has been found 
so far only too effective, trusting the result 
to the chances of increased disturbance, 
which will always afford additional pre- 
texts.

These are facts which cannot be 
denied and which will not be got rid of 
short of a revolution hardly less long and 
bloody, and perhaps longer and bloodier, 
than that to which each in detail owes its 
existence. The issue before the country 
is not the repeal of the Fiiteenth amend- 


ment any mé6re than the repéal of the 
Thirteenth amendment. The issue betore 
the country, but subject to the action of 
an already existing Congress, is Mr. 8um- 
wER’s bill equalizing by law the social ip- 
tercourse as well as the political relations 
of all sorts and conditions of men.

The Foreign Situation. 
It has been evident for some time that Napo- 
leon had jost the opportunity on which he relied, 
and the war news published this morning iadt- 


cates that the advantaces of the Prussians are as « 
| f 


subetamtial as they are brilliant. There is no 
doubt that the French Lave lost heavily. Itis 
probably premature to state that the Emperor is 
massiog for the Gefense of Paris, but a few more 
affairs itke those of the last few daye may, an‘ 
doubtless will. force him back upon his reserves. 
So far thé gemius of the war is altogether with 
the Prusstans, and the French will bave to wake 
up considerably if they expect to get eves. 

The dispatches say that the Prussians have re- 
captured Saarbruck and driven the French over 
the frontier after a hard-fought battie, in which 
a Prussian. General was killed. Gen. McMahon 
was totally defeated. This announcement, 
which comes first from Prussian sources, 
is efterward confrmed by official telegrams 
from the Emperor himself. 

The loss in killed and wounded on both sides 
was terrible. The Prussians captured thirty 


cannon and six of the dreaded mitrailleuers. 
Thus several of those instruments of wholesale 


death, for only ene of which the Prus 
sians offered such a large reward, 
are ia their hands at last. The 
Emperor ts reported as concentrating his troops 
for the defensé of Perts, which has been declared 
in @ state of seige.
